Stoclcmen,  as  Y'.'"ell  as  men  administerin;^  public  ran,G;e  lands,  vrill  find 
this  recent  book  readable  -  a  book  which  does  not  have  to  be  decipher- 
ed.    It  is  a  western  book  v/ritten  essentially  about  'western  ranges. 
The  subject  is  covered  in  20  chapters,  each  of  v'-hich  is  follo^red  by  a 
comprehensive  biblioo^raphy  for  the  roador  ^'ho  wants  to  go  beyond  the 
text.     The  book  is  up  to  the  m.inute  on  general  managem.ent  practices  and 
techjniques.     It  is  well  illustrated  with  photographs,  maps,  charts  and 
designs.     It  is  fortunate  that  the  authors  "trespassed  upon  related  fields 
of  science  such  as  plant  ecology,  soils,  and  animal  husbandry  in  an  at- 
tempt to  close  the  gaps  that  som.etimos  liavo  existed  bet^veen  these  fields 
and  that  of  applied  range  m.anagem.ent , "  b-jcause  of  the  growing  realization 
on  the.  part  of  man'igers  and  administrators  of  the  need  for  understanding 
of  these  relationships. 

"Range  Conservation"  was  r^jjocted  as  a  title  for  the  book  because  of 
those  who  look  upon  "conservt.t ion"  as  something  xvhich  m.eans,  little  or  no 
use,  and  consequently  restricted  production  fromi  range  lands.  Ilevorthe- 
less,  range  conservation,,  in  tlie,  sense  that  most  of  us  use  this  term,  seems 
to  be  the  book's  main  obj'jctive.
